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Underfunding 
First Nations 
education a 
costly mistake 


Dear Editor, 


While the Conservatives 
talking about their forth- 

Education Act, they con¬ 
tinue to ignore the elephant 
in the room: the federal 
government dramatically 
underfunds First Nations 
students’ education. 

For a country like 
Canada, it's shocking that 
only a third of high school 
students on reserve gradu¬ 
ate each year. 

And while the reasons 
are complex, one stands 
out: the federal govern¬ 
ment, which is solely 
responsible for financing 
First Nations education, 
only funds First Nations 
students two-thirds of the 
average funding per stu¬ 
dent that the provinces 
provide to other schools. 

This financing gap con¬ 
tributes to lower test scores, 
stunning drop-out rates 
and a failure to equip stu¬ 
dents with the tools they 
need to compete and suc¬ 
ceed in the modern work¬ 
force. It’s a big problem, 
especially since more than 
a quarter of the Aboriginal 
People in Canada are under 
14. 

This is a huge loss for 
our economy. Canada is 
coping with a lack of highly 


skilled people in the work¬ 
force, a problem which is 
projected to worsen. The 
Canadian Chamber of 
Commerce and other busi¬ 
ness leaders say higher 
investments in Aboriginal 
education are needed to 
employ this generation. 
One study found that by 
increasing Aboriginal edu¬ 
cation rates to the same 
level as non-Aboriginal 
Canadians could add $160 
billion to the economy over 
the next seven years alone. 

Sadly, nothing is being 
done, government spin 
notwithstanding. Despite 
the Conservatives being in 
power for almost 8 years, 
the Auditor General found 
the government cannot 
demonstrate any progress 
in closing the First Nations 
education gap. Their record 
of neglect is shameful. And 
they continue to deny there 
is even a problem. 

Giving all children a 
high-quality, relevant edu¬ 
cation and an equal oppor¬ 
tunity to succeed is a core 
Canadian value. It is the 
right thing to do, and it’s 
also good for economic 
growth. 

It’s high time we closed 
the gap.

also his pocket book. 

Canada Borders Services Agency 
wants a penalty of $50,000, almost three 
times the amount of duties and taxes 
the former cop didn't pay at the border. 

And, the Canada Revenue Agency re¬ 
assessed his tax returns as he did not 
declare his cheese cash as income. 

NRP Chief Jeff McGuire said he was 
pleased the matter has been resolved 
before the courts. 

"The police service is a better service 
with these cases being behind us and 
this particular ex-officer no longer on 
the service." 

Two other people were arrested as a 
result of the investigation that revealed 
more than $200,000 worth of cheese 
had been purchased in the U.S. and dis¬ 
tributed in Canada. 

According to the CBSA, travellers can 
bring back, duty free, $20 or 20 kilo¬ 
grams in total (whichever limit is 
reached first) of a single dairy product 
or a combination of dairy products like 
milk, cheese or yogurt. 

It must also be for personal consump¬ 
tion. If it is used for commercial pur¬ 
poses a permit is required and duties 
are charged accordingly. 

Const. Scott Heron, a 39-year-old 
member of the NRP, is charged with 
conspiracy to commit an indictable 
offence and breach of trust. He also 
faces a charge of smuggling and other 
offences under the Customs Act. 

Bemie Pollino, 44 is charged with a 
conspiracy to smuggle count, along with 
several Customs Act charges. 

Both men are expected to appear in 
court Dec. 12 at which time a date for a 
preliminary hearing will be set for early 
2014.

There has been some recent concern from patients taking the oral contraceptive 
pills Yaz and Yasmin regarding the pills' safety. The concern stems from the release 
of media reports stating that these two brands of birth control pills (containing the 
ingredient, drospirenone) have been linked to the deaths of 23 Canadian women. The 
worry is that drospirenone - a type of progestin - carries a higher risk of developing 
a blood clot compared to other brands of birth control pills that do not contain this 
particular progestin. The purpose of this article is to discuss the reality of these risks 
and to alleviate any concerns patients may have. 

Although many of the reported deaths resulted from blood clots, one cannot 
assume that the oral contraceptive is to blame. It is known that blood clots are a risk 
with birth control pills, but there are also many other reasons why someone could 
develop a clot. There has been no strong evidence to indicate that the contraceptive 
pills were the reason for these deaths. Health Canada has stated that the benefits 
of Yaz and Yasmin still outweigh the risks when used according to the labelling 


There are warnings on the drug label about the risk of blood clots with these 
medications which may be 1.5 to 3-fold higher than with other contraceptive pills. To 
indicate this small difference, the FDA found that 6 women in 10 000 develop a blood 
clot while using other birth control pills in one year, and about 10 women in 10 000 
using Yaz or Yasmin will develop a blood clot in one year. Yes, this is slightly higher, but 
to put it into perspective, up to 29 women in 10 000 will develop a blood clot during 
pregnancy. In other words the risk of blood clots is much higher if a women becomes 
pregnant than if they were using any form of birth control. Yaz and Yasmin are still 
considered to be safe and effective, so if you are using either of these medications, 
and are not experiencing any adverse effects, it is reasonable to continue their use. 

Many factors come into play when deciding which birth control pill to take or even 
whether to take one at all. Some things to consider are a woman’s history of blood 
clots, heart attack or stroke; age; smoking status; and with Yaz and Yasmin, liver or 
kidney disease. It is important for women to discuss these details with their doctor in 
order to make the best decision.

Niagara politicians asked about pot

Niagara politicians can 
thank Justin Trudeau, 
Kathleen Wynne and Rob

The federal Liberal leader, 

Toronto mayor put the mar¬ 
ijuana question back on the 
media’s radar with their 
recent admissions to having 
used the drug. 

While most randomly-se¬ 
lected Niagara politicians 

this week answered the 
question, they don’t really 
think it’s an issue the major¬ 
ity of their constituents con¬ 
sider top of mind. 

“I was expecting this kind 
of question to be coming," 
said a laughing Niagara Falls 
Mayor Jim Diodati. 

“Have I experimented 
with it? Yes I have. I think 
like a lot of youth, they 
experimented. It was pretty 
uneventful for me. It didn’t 
really do too much for me 


and I moved on — it didn’t 
provide too much excite¬ 
ment for me." 

Diodati said he doesn’t 

up the same emotions that 
it once did. 

"I think it’s an issue of 
yesterday and I think with 
the movement of decrimi¬ 
nalizing, I think it’s a sign of 
the times — society is going 
in a different direction,” he 
said. 

“I also think that people 
are very open and transpar¬ 
ent and they’re OK to dis¬ 
cuss things that in the past 
were never discussed.” 

Diodati said constituents 
care mostly about how their 
pohncians are representing 

“Are you doing the job 
that you were (elected) to 
do and are you performing 
the way that you cam¬ 
paigned to perform? I think 
that’s ultimately the real 
report card.” 

Niagara Falls MPP Kim 
Craitor started laughing as 
soon as a Review reporter 


broached the subject. 

"I must be out to lunch as 
a politician as I’ve never 
done it,” he said. “I guess 
you're in the club if you’ve 
smoked it. I never did. It 
never crossed my mind.” 

Craitor said he’s “tired” of 
reading about which politi¬ 
cians have or haven’t 
smoked marijuana. 

“I think people still do 
care, but I don’t think it’s 
mainly how they judge you. 
They judge you based on 
your abilities as a politician. 
It's odd to me that this 
seems to be an important 
question.” 

Niagara Falls MP Rob 
Nicholson wouldn’t say 
whether he has or hasn't 
smoked marijuana. 

"I don’t get into that. I just 
sort of stick to the issues 
and that seems to work," 
said Nicholson, Canada’s 
defence minister who for¬ 
merly headed up the justice 
portfolio. 

He said “it’s hard to say” if 
taxpayers are interested in 
the pot question. 


“I try and focus on the 
issues that are now part of 
my responsibilities as 
defence minister and try 
and keep my eye on the 
issues that affect the riding 
of Niagara FaRs.” 

St. Catharines Mayor 
Brian McMullan said he 
doesn’t believe the pot 
question "carries the same 
weight” as it once did. 

“My constituents are 
more concerned about jobs 
and the economy,” he said. 

When asked the question, 
McMullan laughingly said: 
“No, I have not.” 

Welland MP Malcolm 
Allen said he has never been 
asked the question at a con¬ 
stituent’s doorstep and, like 
McMullan, said finding and 
keeping a decent job is what 
matters most to residents. 

“It was a long time ago,” 
Allen said when asked the 
question. “It was before I 
was married and I’ve been 
married for 34 years.
